Chairman Babcock af the Re- 
publican Congressional committee eaid 
tbe Democratic majority has no signifi- 
cance, as the Democrats had been practi- 
cally unopposed. "We sent no Republi- 
can literature Into that state" he said, 
"except when called for. The result is no 
surprise." 


Chairman Butler of the Populist nat- 


ional committee attributes the increased 
Democratic majority to the fact that full 
vote was polled. The silverites had been 
storing at home at recent elections be- 
cause there was no appeal to their con- 
victions. This year the different result 
in his opinion is a legitimate consequence 
of the change. 


Clark Howell in charge of the local 


branch of the Democratic National com- 
mittee said the result was gratifying and 
a surprise. We had no Idea of a majority 
that would even approximate the figures 
reached.

AN EXPENSIVE BLAZE. 


Taylor & Cow's Dry Goods Store Visited 


by Fire. 


The moat threatening blaze that has oc- 


curred in this city for some time was the 
fire in Taylor & Gow's dry goods store 
Saturday evening. The fire was discovered 
in the basement by D. Perrault, the head 
clerk who was about to close the store for 
the night. An alarm was rung in from 
box 5, corner of Main aud Holden streets 
and at that time the blaze was filling the 
stairway leading to the basement. The 
department was unusually tardy In re- 
sponding to the alarm and slow in getting 
to work. A large crowd had gathered 
and witnessed the bungling operations of 
the firemen, and expressions of disgust 
were heard on all sides. 
The store had 


quickly filled with smoke and it was with 
difficulty that the firemen dragged the 
hose toward the fire center. 


When once the water was turned on 


fuly fifteen tnluutes after the alarm had 
been sounded, the fire was obliged to give 
away before the powerful stream and in 
half an hour it was completely extin- 
guished. The surplus stock of goods kept 
in the basement was ruined by five and 
water and the stock up stairs was badly 
damaged by smoke. Taylor <t Glow's loss 
was about $8000 and it is fully cofared by 
insurance. 


The smoke found its way Into Barnard 


& Co's store and did some damage to the 
stock in the basement. The fire originated 
in a barrel which contained sawdust and 
it is thought it was started from a sponta- 
neous combustion.

The tickets for the concert went on sale 


at the Wilson house drag store this morn, 
ing. 


The city council held its regular meet- 


ing Monday evening and transacted a 
very important piece of business. Presi- 
dent John Bracewell presided. There 


I wero eleven councllmen present. 


When the council had convened Clerk 


Brooker read a communication from 
Mayor Houghtou and documents that 
accompanied it. The mayor's communi* 
cation called attention to the accompany- 
ing document!) and recommended the pur- 
chase of the Eddy and and Wilbur farms, 
situated on the Notch water shed. The 
accompanying documents were from the 
state board of health, the local board of 
health, and Prof. W. I. Sedgwick, biologist 
of the state board of health. All of these 
called attention to thi danger existing in 
thefaims. The communication from the 
local board of health gare its opinion and 
rpoke of having conferred with the stato 
board about the matter. The state 
board's communication 
reviewed the 


conditions and stated that its representa- 
tive had made an examination of. the 
water shed. The letter of Professor Sedg- 
wtok is very interesting. Professor Sedg. 
wick says that a single case of typhoid 
fever or Asiatic cholera Happening at one 
qf the farm houses would endanger the 
health of the whole community. The 
idea of making cess pools for the farms 
was considered in these communications, 
but it was thought best to purchase the 
farms and entirely abate the nuisance. 


The question, how much it would take 


to buythe farms was asked and M/. Wilkin- 
son said that in a conversation with the 
mayor he was told that the price would 
not exceed $16,500. He would inquire of 
the mayor and went to the mayor's offie s 
and did so. He was correct in his figures. 
He remarked that the sum might be con- 
sidered quite a round one, $1,000 more, 
perhaps, than the farms were worth, but 
It was believed that it would be cheape1* 
to pay that than to resort to the process 
of condemning, which would cost more in 
the end. There seemed to him after the 
weighty testimony submitted, that there 
was no doubt but it was quite necessary to 
buythe farms and therefore he would 
move the authorization of their purchase 
at a sum not exceeding f 15,500, the money 
to be paid from the reservoir appropria- 
tion. 


Mr. Cutting Inquired if there were two 


or three farms on the water shed and 
wanted to know just bow much of the 
Notch reservoir appropriation would be 
unexpended when the work, fs finished. 
Mr. Tilton said he understood that there 
was a piece of woodland on. the water 
shed owned by Mr. Bond and Mrs. Locke, 
which he considered should be bought, 
for to out down the trees upon it would 
impair the water shed. He did not know 
but it would be a good thing to refer the 
whole matter to a committee, but was not 
so emphatitio as to put his idea in the 
shape of an amendment. 


Mr. Wilkinson did not know what Mr. 


Tilton had reference to, but he was sure 
the city had no desire to purchase prop- 
erty simply for the purpose of owning 
real estate. The purchase suggested was 
to remove an imminent danger. He be* 
jleved that when the city officials deemed 
it necessary for the safety of the city to 
buy other pieces of property that the offi- 
cials would act. Mr. Cutting asked if it 
would ba out of place to ask the mayor 
If these other pieces of property had been 
considered. He did no( want to have the 
water supply lessened by cutting down J 
trees and thought that now was tht best 
time to get control in the Notch. 


Mr. Cutting was appointed a committee 


of one to wait on the mayor and ask him 
to appear before the council and state 
what had been done in the matter. The 
mayor came in at request of Mr. Cutting 
and statad that it was the desire to own 
the land? in question. The nuisance is 
on the farms and no nuisance will be 
allowed on the other properties because 
the reservoir would bo a prior thing to 
them. There is no money at the present 
time to buy more than the two farms. 
After buying these there will be about 
f 2,000 of the Notch appropriations left to 
be used as a reservoir contingent fund. 
Ilia hoped to get bonds for the other 
pieces of property and at the time of 
making next years appropriations the 
council could act with reference to them. 
One of the things that hastened the plan 
to purchase the farms was the knowledge 
ofjiiegotiations pending for the cutting of 
wood that is upon them. The explana- 
tion of the mayor was entirely satisfac- 
tory and Mr. Wilkinson's motion that the 
farm-i be bought at a sum not exceeding 
$15,500 was unanimously passed. 


Another important communication was 


read from the mayor. It reccommended 
that $16,000 ba borrowed from the local 
banks for a term of one year at such rate 
of interest as could be arranged for the 
purpose of building surface sewers. 
En- 


gineer Emigh was catyed upon to explain 
for what it was proposed to borrow this 
money. He went into a clear detailed ac- 
count of a system of sewers ending at the 
Boston & Albany yard and ramifying by 
way of Ashland street, Washington ave- 
nue and Pleasant street to the higher 
levels In that section for carrying away 
the surface water of the territory south 
and west of East Quincy 
street, 


preventing the occasional great damage 
to streets. Mr. Vadner thought a sewe 
should go up East Quincy street, but the 
mayor said that it was- felt that all the 
work that could be accomplished this 
season even with two gets of men bad 
been laid out. The other sewer could be 
considered next spring. If the sewers 
suggested were built he believed there 
wooM be a good saving to the city la the 


matter of law suits for damages for some 
havfng suits entered feeling that they 
would be protected in the future would 
probably withdraw. He knew some who 
would not feel like pushing their suits in 
that event. 


The question of the ability of the coun- 


cil to authorize tbe borrowing recom- 
mended because of the small attendance 
of conncilmen was then discussed. Presi- 
dent Bracewell ruled that it was necessary 
to have an affirmative two-thirds vote of 
all tbe members of the council, but some 
of the members thought differently. The 
mayor agreed with the presidentand read 
statute law to support him, which ended 
discussion on that point. 


The council proceeded to the second 


reading of the order granting the Hoosac 
Volley street railway a location for the 
tracks of its Beaver extension. After the 
reading of the order Mr. Tilton inquired 
just how long the railway had a right to 
use the streets under the grant, whether 
'or ninety-nine years or perpetually Mr. 
Wilkinson thought the grant was subject 
to the action of the mayor and board of 
public works, but President Bracewoll 
didn't think the right one* granted could 
be taken away from the company. Presi- 
dent Richmond of the railway company 
was in the mayor's office and he w.as re- 
quested to appear before the council and 
answer Mr. Tllton's question.

Major McKinley's letter of acceptance 


is as Bound as a gold dollar. The fol- 
lowing are some of his test points: 


What Free Coinage Moans. 


The character of the money which 


shall measure onr values and exchanges 
and settle our balances with one another 
and with the nations of the world is of 
such primary Importance and GO far- 
reaching in its consequences as to call 
for the most painstaking investigation, 
and in the end a sober and unprejudiced 
judgment at the polls. We must not be 
misled by phrases nor deluded by false 
theories, free silver wonld not mean 
that silver dollars were to be freely had 
without cost or labor. It would mean 
the free use of tho mints of the United 
States for the few who are owners of 
silver bullion, but would make silver 
coin no freer to the many who are en- 
gaged in other enterprises. 


It would not make labor easier, the 


hours of labor shorter or tho pay better. 
It would not make farming less labori- 
ous or more profitable. It would not 
start a factory or make a demand for au 
additional day's labor. It would create 
no new occupations. It would add 
nothing to the comfort of the masses, 
the capital of the people or the wealth 
of the nation. It seeks to introduce a 
uew measure of value, but would add 
no value to the thing measured. 
It 


wonld not conserve values. On the con- 
trary, it wonld derange all existing val- 
ues. It would not restore business con- 
fidence, but its dirt'ct effect wonld be to 
destroy the little Which yet remains. 


Tito meaning cf the coinage plan 


adopted at Chicago is that any one may 
take a quantity of silver bullion, now 
worth 63 cents, to the mints of the 
United States, have it coined at the ex- 
pense of the government and receive for 
it a silver dollar which shall be legal 
tender for tho payment of all debts, pnb- 
lio and private. Tile owner of the silver 
bullion wonld get the silver dollar. It 
would belong to him and nobody else. 
Other people wonld get it only by their 
labor, the products of their laud or 
something of value. The bullion owner, 
on the basis of prerent values, would re- 
ceive the silver dollar for 53 cents' 
worth of silver, and other people would 
be required to receive it as a full dollar 
m the payment of debts. The govern- 
ment would get nothing from the trans- 
action. It would bear the expense of 
coining the silver, and the community 
wonld suffer loss by its use. 


Stiver Dollar* Now on a Gold Baals. 
We bare coined since 1878 more 


than 400,000,000 of silver 
dollars, 


which are maintained by the govern- 
ment at parity with gold and are full 
legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private. How are the 
silver dollars now in use different from 
those which would be in use under free 
coinage? They are to be of the same 
weight and fineness. They are to bear 
the same stamp of the government. 
Why would they not be of the same 
value? I answer: The silver dollars now 
in use were coined on account of the 
government, and not for private account 
or gain, and the government has sol- 
emnly agreed to keep them as good as 
the best dollars tte have. The govern- 
ment bought tbe> silver bullion at its 
market value and coined it into silver 
dollars. Having exclusive control of the 
mintage, it only coins what it can hold 
at a parity with gold. The profit, rep- 
resenting the difference between the 
commercial value of the silver bullion 
and the face vahfe of the silver dollar, 
goes to tho government for the benefit 
of the people. 
Farmers and Laborers Wonld Suffer Moat. 


If there is any one thing which should 


be free from speculation and fluctuation, 
it is the money of a country. It ought 
never to be the subject of mere partisan 
contention. When we part with our la- 
bor, our prodnctri or our property, we 
should receive in return money which 
is as stable and unchanging in value as 
the ingenuity of honest men can make 
it. Debasement Of the currency means 
destruction of values. No one suffers so 
much from cheap money as the farmers 
and laborers. TItey are the first to feel 
its bad effects and the last to recover 
from them. This has been the uniform 
experience of' nil countries, and here as 
elsewhere. The poor, and not the rich, 
are always the greatest sufferers from 
every attempt to debase our money. It 
wonld fall with alarming severity upon 
investments already made, upon insur- 
ance companies and their policy holders, 
upon savings banks and their depositors, 
upon building and loan association 
members, upon the savings of thrift, 
upon pensioners and their families, and 
upon wage earners and the purchasing 
power of their wages.

Stiyohnin* Fiend It the Latest and 


KM* Victim t» th« Drags. 


A new kind of patient can shortly b» 


looked for at the gold onre establishment, 
the victim of the strychnine habit 
We 


have bad the cocaine fiend, tha morphia* 
fiend, the slave of the hasheesh drug and 
the wretched mortals whom only a regular 
diet of opium could keep alive. 


The strangest victim to drugs of an ex- 


cessively stimulating nature, however, It 
the strychnine fiend. Strychnine Is known 
to medical science as a deadly poison, but 
when under medical direction It acts a* a 
powerful tonic, greatly stimulating the 
heart's action 
So powerful is It In Its 


operation that only the most Infinitesimal 
proportion la allowed In a tonic prescrip- 
tion 
yet it has been seized upon by the 


pafkieal wrecks of civilization as a means 
of stimulating the flickering spark of life, 
and a strychnine "jag" can be added to 
the hilarious moments that nerve smash- 
ing drugs afford. 


The discovery ol the strychnine fiend 


was made by a religious worker In a Urge 
city, whom mission takes him nightly into 
tbe society of women to whom excitement 
of some kind is essential to the forgetful- 
ness of life's dark side. This missionary 
recently found, early one morning, the 
form of a well dressed woman prostrate on 
the pavement. She was taken to one of 
tbe institutions in connection with which 
the missionary worked, and a doctor sent 
for. 
It was clearly a case of "jag" of some 


kind or other. The usual remedies wore 
aprtlled, but the deathlike pallor of the pa- 
ti»at's face and «*» queer action of the 
hoLrt alarmed the doctor, and he ordered 
her clothing to be searched to obtain a den- 
to guide him in bis efforts to bring her to 
consciousness.

The woman was suffering from en over 
dose of strychnine, and tbe drug had dnne 
its work well. It was with the greatest 
dlfflcnlty that her life wan saved, and for 
osys following this she cried pitifully for 
the deadly tonic that was withheld from 
lier 
From her own statement, and the 


doctor and those present believed it, she 
had begun by taking a very small portion 
of strychnine, and, as the craving for the 
drug increased, bad added to her dally 
dose until she found she could take with 
impunity a quantity sufficient to kin ten 
people who wero. unused to poison 


A reporter w'ho visited tbe chemists' 


shops in the districts gathered some addi- 
tional particulars regarding the new 
"dope '' One chemist stated that the poi- 
son book, in which entries are made of all 
deadly drugs sold, showed a steady in- 
crease in the amount of strychnine con- 
sumed. "It is quite evident that the new 
stimulant is gaining in favor," said this 
druggist, "and tbe recklessness of the 
'fiends' is sure to result in some fatality 
unless druggists decline to sell strychnine 
altogether. Those addicted to its use buy 
it in pellets, and the dose they take is reg- 
ulated by themselves. The seasoned hands 
an able to toko an enormous quantity 
without doing anything more than quick- 
ening the beating of their dying hearts 
and stimulating their jaded nerve*, but 
those to whom the drug Is a new thing 
are likely to kill themselves with a com- 
paratively small quantity 


"I have on "my books the names of wom- 


en who are shining ornaments of society 
who send to me for strychnine pellets with 
the stereotyped assertion that they are 
wanted to kill a dying eat. The women 
who send for the poison are without doubt 
victims of the strychnine habit Then I 
shall show you the names) of men who are 
regular customers for strychnine. In their 
case the poison is usually taken to coun- 
teract the evil effects of tobacco smoking. 
A person can derive some benefit from tak- 
ing strychnine, as the stimulating action 
of the one poison counteracts the sedative 
effects of the othdr In these cases the 
poison may be taken with some benefit, 
under medical direction, but with the or- 
dinary 'fiend' who merely takes it for the 
pleasurable sensation it produces the after 
effect is bound to be disastrous."—Pear- 
son's Weekly. 


Does Hair Ever Suddenly Turn White?

In the cases of persons under strong emo- 
tions of grief or terror? The popular no- 
tion is decidedly In favor of an affirmative 
answer to the question.

Baked Hami. 


It is frequently askd why some hams 


tost? eo much bettor %an others. This 
would not be the case If they were baked 
and not boiled until all the sweetness was 
extracted, which is generally done In tha 
majority of cases •There they are found 
tasteless and discolored Of course a groat 
deal depends upon the quality of the ham, 
and none but the best sugar cured should 
be selected. Here is a good rule for their 
treatment 


Make a stiff paste of flour and water, 


with which completely co\er the ham. 
Then place it in a bake pan containing a 
little water, with which it must be occa- 
sionally basted It will require about four 
or five hours to bake alum of medium 
size In a moderate oven 
The cook must 


of course use her judgment by testing it 
occasionally with a fork. At the expiration 
of that time remove the ham, and the en- 
tire top can be peeled off like a sheet of 
leather, leaving only the fat exposed, 
which must be well covered with bread 
crumbs. Return to the oven long enough 
to brown, then set aside until cold before 
using, as U is twice as easy to cut in 
tempting, thin slices, besides lasting at 
long again 
Bear In mind one thing—- 


never cut ham against the grain, always 
begin in the center, and you will do well 
—Good Housekeeping.

The Fish Did Not Live on Fir* 


A paper having appeared some Mm* 


since in one of the sensational London 
weeklies in which, the phenomenon of tho 
expulsion of Ala from volcanoes was spoken 
of asstrango and»BtoundiBg, a Mr. Sorope 
of the Royal society set about explaining 
the wonder. Tho original article, which 
bore the title "Fish Which Live In Fire," 
was by on* Rev V, /W. Sploer In his ex- 
planation of the oddity of these fish having 
been expelled by tho active volcano (a fact 
which was vouched for by hundreds of 
eyewitnesses), Mr, Sorope says. "The 
fish did not live below the flre line, as the 
sensationalist who wrote the article re- 
ferred to would have us believe. Hia sen- 
sational version of a very simple fact is 
only one of several which, on the authority 
of the great Piusslan traveler, have been 
repeated by compilers of treatises on vol- 
canic phenomena. The simple fact, I con- 
calve, Is that the flsh In question lived In 
tha open air in crater hikes, such as are fre- 
quently found at the summits of volcanoes 
Fine ashes, usually the hut product of a 
volcanic eruption, form tbe lining of most 
craters. These ashes are very retentive of 
moisture, and consequently they often oc- 
casion the formation of lakes at the bot- 
toms of the depressions left by the last 
eruption. In the course of time water 
from the clouds gathers in these hollows, 
and after th« lapse of years of inactivity on 
tbe part of the volcano flsh of the same 
kinds that ore often found In mountain 
streams and lakes appear in these volcanic 
reservoirs 
Later on an eruption occurs 


and the flsh ore thrown out with theamd, 
water, lava and other materials, and then 
the sensationalist has » wonderful story to 
tell of the creatures that lived in a burn- 
Ing volcano."—St Louis Republic.

The day was 
all that oonld be desired in point ol 
weather. Mr, Bryan ' spoke from a 
permanent platform with a shell- 
shaped canopy, and long before the 
meeting began it was crowded with 
prominent member* of labor unions, 
a number of them accompanied by 
Uiair families. 
The orowd began to 


gather about noon, and those who 
came early sought positions close to 
the front of the st»ad. Many men 
*Bid boys climbed trees Overlooking the 
platform and were able to see and hear 
the better from '.heir exalted positions. 
Occasionally the limb »f a tree broke 
and added to the fan and excitement 
of the occasion. Other men climbed 
to the root of the stand and lying fiat 
on their stomachs peered over the 
edge on those below like a* many 
human squirrels. The crowd was not 
as great as had been expected by the 
promoters of the event. Just before 
Mr. By ran entered -thi park about 
6,000 people were clustered around the 
central point of Interest, but after the 
appearance of the nominee three or 
four 
thousand 
more entered the 


grounds and waited to catch a glimpse 
of the speaker or stood on the out- 
skirts of the audience endeavoring to 
hear what he said. The charge of 25 
cents for admission probably served 
to decrease the attendance. This has 
always been the custom at the Labor 
Day celebrations in Sharpshooters' 
park, but Mr. Bryan did not IcnoW of 
it or he would have declined to speak 
unless with the assurance that no en- 
trance free would be charged. Imme- 
diately after he had concluded Mr.
